only cu rs of mix ed breed and on the 
strength of this the cou rt fou nd for 
the plaintiff.”

Mention is made of this 
fact at this time as the q u estion of 
the great influ ence of song on ch ild­ 
ren is now occu py ing the thou ghts of 
many prominent edu cators throu ghou t 
the cou ntry , and a deal of discu ssion 
is now on. 
The Indiana State Tru stees’ Associa­ 
tion, at its recen session in Indianapo­ 
lis adopted a resu oltion req nesting the 
nex t Legislatu re to pa« s a law au tho* 
rizing township tru stees throu ghou t 
the State to prov ide special teachers 
of mu sic in the district schools. 
This 
dou btless relates to singing, which all 
children shou ld hav e opportu nity to 
learn. 
The v alu e of v ocal cu ltu re as a part 
of edu cation has not been reoognized 
in the pu blic schools of this cou ntry , 
as a ru le, as it shou ld be, ex cept in 
the city schools.

This q u ite apart from the esthetic and 
hu m anizing influ ence of mu sic.

deed, v oice cu ltu re in itself is h u m an­ 
izing, w ithou t reference to mu sic.

school room fu ll of 
tired or 
half- 
asleep children can be thorou ghly re ­ 
freshed by the singing cf a hearty 
song. 
In all 
Eu roepan 
cou ntries v ocal 
mnftic has a place in the school c u rr i­ 
cu lu m.

Hazleton, Ind., Jan. 22.—The tiger 
which has been terrorizing the people 
of Pik e and Gibson counties for a 
week , is now in the swamps of Sny­ 
der’s gulch, ten miles northeast of 
here. 
Vere W arren and Robert Arm­ 
strong say they saw the beast and 
Willis and Perry Young, who live near 
the foot of Snyder’s gulch, say they 
heard the animal distinctly a dozen 
times. 
Scott Ennis and William Ro- 
schipe, who live about a mile away 
from the swamp, sat up all night and 
listened to the cry of the tiger. 
The swamp where the animal was 
seen and heard is covered with w ater 
from three to six feet deep and is im­ 
passable even in boats on account of 
the immense amount of brush and 
drift in the water. 
The swamp is 
more than a hundred acres in extent 
and is formed by Congress creek , 
which in the neighborhood has no 
bank s and spreads out over a large 
tract of dense woods. 
A party of coon hunters of this place 
alm ost turned their evening’s sport 
into tragedy when Carl Robb and a 
num ber of local sportsm en were cross­ 
ing the track s of the E. & T. H. rail­ 
road. 
The dogs struck a trail and a 
short chase soon ended at a tree fes­ 
tooned with wild grape vines. 
In the 
moonlight the hunters saw a form 
they thought might be the body of the 
tiger. 
It was high in the tree. 
Be­ 
fore a shot could be fired they heard 
a half-frozen tram p cry “don’t shoot.” 
The man proved to be a tram p, who 
was allowed to come down from his 
perch and a fire was built. 
He had 
been passing along the track a few 
rods ahead of the dogs and they 
caught his track s while crossing the 
rails 
and 
immediately 
gave chase. 
The tram p said he climbed a tree by 
the grape-vine route for fear the dogs 
were ferocious.

Utmost confidence is essen­ 
tial in every case, and of course the 
hig her the authority the more intense 
and lasting will the confidence be.

to those recited in the op inion of the 
hig hest court of the land. 
Since the 
p assag e of the act in 19 06 cases have 
been tried 
under it In two United 
States circuit courts of different dis­ 
tricts, with results unfavorable to the 
comp lainant, both judg es declaring the 
act of June 1, 19 06, unconstitutional 
and both reaching their conclusions by 
the same line of reasoning . 
The rig ht of an injured emp loy ee to 
recover damag es from his emp loy er is 
not endang ered by this decision. 
The. 
question before the reviewing court j 
turned up on the p ower of cong ress to 
deal with this p articular p hase of the 
relation between master and servant. 
The Idea that the emp loy ee is entitled 
to damag es for injuries sustained in 
op erations controlled by his emp loy er j 
is widely up held in this country , and 
in his last messag e to cong ress the 
p resident recommended the early en­ 
actment of a model emp loy ers’ liability 
law under which g overnment emp loy ­ 
ees may be p rotected.

Natural Fcrect cf Redv.ood3 W ill Be 
Nam ed M u ir Woods, After the Noted 
N aturalist— Superb Pleasure Ground 
Fo r T o u rists— The Big Trees Not Cut 


One of the most public spirited gifts 
ever made to the United States govern­ 
ment has come from William Kent of 
Chicago, who has just deeded to the 
United States 205 acres of primeval 
redwood forest on the southern slope 
of Mount Ta mu I pa is, about six miles 
from the city of San Francisco, sa y s a 
Washington dispatch. 
The land was 
deeded to the government with the ap­ 
proval of 
Forester Gifford 
Piochot, 
chief of the United States forest serv­ 
ice. 
The papers have now gone to the 
secretary of the interior, and a procla­ 
mation declaring the cany on a national 
monument will be signed at an early 
date. 
This means that more of California’s 
redwood giants will be saved for the 
scientific study and pleasure of the 
whole 
country —in 
fact, 
the 
whole 
world—for the great sequoias are only 
found in the Golden State. This grove 
given to the government by Mr. Kent 
is one of the only tracts of redwood 
forests to lie found In their natural sta te 
in California today . 
The land is said 
to have cost Mr. Kent $47,000 some 
y ears ago, but its stand of redwood tim ­ 
ber alone is now valued a t more than 
$150,000 on the market. 
The cany ons of Tamalpais, which 
drain into San Francisco bay . were cut 
clean y ears ago, and the redwood ob­ 
tained from them went into the con­ 
struction of the old San Francisco. 
The giants on the tract to be know n as 
“ Muir w oods” escaped the ax, how ever, 
chiefly because the outlet is on the 
ocean side instead of the bay side and 
also because the various owTners of the 
land have for sentimental reasons jeal 
ously guarded the timber from harm or 
destruction. 
Modern methods of log­ 
ging would make short work of the tim­ 
ber and would, besides, put a handsome 
profit in the hands of the ow ners. 
It is the intention to name the na­ 
tional monument Muir woods, after 
J ohn Muir, the noted naturalist. The 
giants of Redwood cany on will now be 
given permanent protection by virtue 
of the act of J une 8, 190G, which pro­ 
vides that objects of scientific interest 
may be declared national monuments 
If such action is deemed necessary for 
their preservation and protection. This 
295 acre tract will be a pleasure ground 
as well as a place for scientific study 
for the people practically of the whole 
of California, for within a radius of 
fifty -two miles on the cany on two- 
tliirds of the population of the entire 
sta te are centered. 
The chief reason for the permanent 
protection of the land by the govern­ 
ment is that there is no other redwood 
grove in the w hole world more a ccessi­ 
ble to so many people. The cany on is 
in absolutely primeval condition, not 
so much as scratched by the hands of 
man. 
It lies within an hour’s ride of 
San Francisco, at the very doors of 
hundreds of thousands of people. 
So long as the land remains in pri­ 
vate ownership there Is a lwa y s danger 
that the trees will be attacked, and 
Mr. Kent feared this, but as a national 
monument they will be sa fe for all 
time. There are, of courso, many finer 
stands of redwood in California, but 
there are no ty pical groves owned by 
the United States, nor are there any 
which might be acquired by the gov­ 
ernment except at great expense. 
Oricrlnallv this land w a s nnrt of tin» 


old Spanish grant. Rancho* SausalTto. 
The largest redwoods are eighteen feet 
in diameter at the butt and will ap­ 
proach 300 feet in height, rising with 
perfectly straight and clean stems. As 
none of the big trees have been cut, 
their age is, of course, somewhat prob­ 
lematical, but it is sa fe to say that the 
veterans have stood from a thousand 
to fifteen hundred y ears. 
The total stand of redwood, roughly 
estimated, 
is about 30,000,000 feet, 
with some 5.000,000 feet of fir and a 
very considerable amount of tan bark 
oak. The redwood alone, at a fair val­ 
uation, has a market value of $150,000 
as It stands. 
Except for a narrow 
strip of brush along the east border 
and a fringe along the southwest line, 
the whole cany on is covered with a 
dense forest growth. 
The stand is 
heaviest along the creek and on the 
lower slopes, becoming poorer above. 
Redwood is the dominating tree, tow­ 
ering high above every thing else and 
forming 
fully 
three-fourths 
of 
the 
whole forest. Douglas fir Is next in im­ 
portance, and scattered over the entire 
tract are all the various hard woods 
common to the region, chief among 
which are the numerous oaks, ma- 
drone, alder, maple and mountain lau­ 
rel. all of w hich form a kind of dwarf 
underwood to the lofty redwood and 
fir. 
The redwood occurs both in big 
and small groups and by single trees, 
while the other species are sprinkled 
throughout. 
The destruction of redwood by lum­ 
bering has been so rapid In the last 
decade that it is now* only a question 
of y ears w hen the original growth will 
have wholly disappeared. Its extraor­ 
dinary scientific and educational value, 
along with the fa ct that it is a pleas­ 
ure ground for all of the people who 
live !u or visit this part of California, 
makes the wood an ideal national mon 
ument
